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1980 Chardonnay 


This wine is 100% Char- 
donnay from three separate 
vineyards in Santa Barbara 
County; 64% from Tepus- 
quet Vineyards, 27% from 
Toyon Vineyard at Zaca 
Mesa Ranch and 9% from 
Dean Brown Vineyards. 
Low yields and a cool grow- 
ing season combined to 
produce fruit of exceptional 
intensity. 


The Tepusquet portion was 
given 12 hours of skin con- 
tact before pressing. 87% 
was fermented in 60 gallon 
French oak barrels to dry- 
ness, and 13% was fer- 
mented to dryness in stain- 
less steel. 

The Toyon portion was also 
given 12 hours of skin con- 
tact before pressing. After 
nine days of cool fermenta- 
tionin stainless steel, at 9.2° 
Brix, the wine was racked 
into 60 gallon French oak 
barrels and fermented to 
dryness. They were aged in 
French oak before blending 
and bottling in June of 1981. 


Total acidity 0.89% by vol., 
prt 3:35.
